SCHLEY’S !RON-CLAD INSTRUCTIONS.

WASHINGTON, June 2.—I have the following facts on the very best authority: is 

Ever since the Adiministration received news that Cervera was corked at Santiago, a Jarge land and sea expedition to de- 
stroy or capture his fleet and occupy Santiago has been planning. Schley, with a sufficient squadron, was stationed at 
Santiago to prevent Cervera from esc aping or supplies from. getting in to him, it being known at Washington, from secre: 
sources, that supplies of coal and provisions, were on the: way to him therc. 

Schley’s orders were substantially these: 

Not to try to take Santiago or to reduce the fortifications. . 

Not to engage Cervera, if he should try to escape, until he was clear of assistance from the guns of the forts. 

Not to let him escape or let supplies or reinforcements get into him from the sea. 

Not to let the Spaniards make any repairs or additions to the fortification: at the mouth of the harbor. ' 

Ever since the fiasco at San Juan—of which the last has not yet been heara, by any way—the Administration has been 
most anxious that there shall be no more half-baked bombardments to be heralded abroad as repulses and Spanish victories. 
Indeed, so anxious was the Administration, that it gave Schiecy a fleet only strong enough to control Cervera, and not strong

- enough to tempt him, no matter how provoking the circumstances, into trying to imitate Dewey. 


On Tuesday morning the Spainards at Santiago. who have been growing mote and more restless and nervous as the 
) depressing facts of their position took effect, began to repair and strengthen ‘he fortifications on Morillo Point, to the 
fight of the entrance to the harbor. 

Schiey at once prepared to stop the work, as his orders clearly permitted him to do. His large ships simply steamed 
past Morillo Point, firing as they went. Their fire was concentrated upon Morro Castle and the batteries on either side of 
it—that ‘*, upon the places where he had seen men at work. 


The bombardment lasted about an hour and a half. The Spaniards kept up &@ vigorous return fire, standing, 


to their guns bravely amid the flying shells and falling masonry. 

The Spanish cruiser Cristobal Colon, which had been lying in concealment behind a point just within the entrance, emerged 
while the firing was at its height. It is not known whether she thought to help out the batteries or was simply trying to 
escape from a dangerous position. However this may be, she fired several ineffective shots and hastily retreated up the 
harbor. 


The Americans soon had the range and managed to make their own fire effective while keeping out of range of-the poorly 


served Spanish guns, But before we got the range our auxiliary Harvard was injured, just how seriously is not known. 


When Morro Castle was shelled into silence, when the last gun in the batteries near it ceased firing, Schley gave the 
_gignal to draw off. And not until then. He had done exactly what he came for. He paid no attention to the fire of the 
forts and batteries to the left of the harbor, as no work was being’ done on them. 

The Administration intends to capture Santiago shortly, but the sea assault will be made dy all of our battleships, new 
and heavy cruisers, the idea being that it is folly to take chances .of partial failure when with ships that are avail-

KINGSTON, Jamaica, June 2.—With the most powerful fleet of modern warships ever as- 
sembled in American waters, Admiral Sampson is now menacing the Spanish sqaudron in San- 
tiago Bay. 

The Admiral arrived off Santiago yesterday and assumed command of the fleet, relieving Com- 
modore Schley, assigning that officer to the command of a division a the _—_ formerly 
attached to the flying squadron. 

Fifteen. warships are at Admiral Sampson’s disposal to pit against the six men-of-war flying 
the Spanish flag. They include the first-class battleships Iowa, Oregon and Massachusetts, second- 


The opinion among officers of the ficet is that Schléy’s bombardment of the forts has demon- 
strated the feasibility of forcing a passage into the bay under the combined fire of the whole fleet, 
and that this programme will be carried out. 

It is possible that Sampson will lose a ship in the venture, but it is plain that the capture of 
Santiago must be made by an assault from sea. To take the city by land it will require weeks and 
perhaps months of time to get troops and guns in position to be of any assistance to the ships. 

The dynamite cruiser Vesuvius is with the fleet at Santiago. Her commander, Capt. John E, 


Pillsbury, believes that she can clear the channel! of all torpedoes with a few of her 500-pound pro- 
jectiles. He claims that if.a charge from a gun on the Vesuvius fell within 200 feet of a submarine 
A full-sized shell for one of these guns is seven feet 
long and nearly fifteen inches in diameter. 

If the gauntlet is run the hazardous task of leading the first ship through the passage will 
undoubtedly fall to Commodore Schley.

IRST ATTACK ON SANTIAGO. - 


Wilatesch sets lowa and New Orleans Did : the Fighting With the 
tie Forts of the Harbor. 


PORT ANTONIO, Jamaliea, June 2.—The Associated Press steamer Dandy, which has arrived here, reports that the fleet 
of Commodore Schley yesterday afternoon attacked the batteries at Santiago and the fleet of Admiral Cervera lying in the 
, harbor. The Spanish flagship; Cristobal Colon, was struck twice by shells from the Massachusetts and the batteries were 

al badly damaged by the fire from the cruiser New Orleans. Three hundred shots were fired by the Spaniards and one-fourth 
of that number by. the Americans. No American vessel was hit and no one on the ships was injured. The Spanish loss was 
‘mot heavy. 
} The ships that took part in the bombardment were the Massachusetts, to which Commodore aaiy. had transferred his 
| flag, the Iowa and the New Orleans. 
When Commodore Schley camz on board the Massachusetts the rejoicing was great, and every man aboard ship showed 
eagerness to fight. 
It was early evident that the main effort was to draw the fire of the big concealed guns of Morro, and for this purpose 
the Jowa. Massachusetts and New Orleans moved well into shore, the New Orleans’ at first taking the lead. 
When directly opposite the entrance of the channel the Cristobal Colon was sighted, and the Massachusetts at once 
trained her 8-inch gun on the Spanish ship, following with her 13-inch rifles. 
Immediate reply to the fire came not only from the Cristobal Colon, but also from four batteries, using 10 and 12-inch 
Krapp guns. One of these batteries was located well up the center of the channel, and its fire was a complete surprise. 
In less than a minute the firing from all the ships became general. The American ships were constantly maneuvering. 
‘Twice they passed the mouth of the channel, each time pouring shot from every gun available on the main fortification, Morro. 
The gunnery was far from being up to the usual American standard, despite the fact that before conclusion it had he- 
come quite destructive. On the other hand the Spanish fire was surprisingly accurate, and there is now a prevailing im- 
, pression on the fleet that German or other foreign gunners are manning the Santiago defenses. 
Three shells burst over the Iowa, one narrowly missing the bridge on which Capt. Evans stood in directing the firing. 
The New Orleans was only narrowly missed by three shells. ) 

The Cristobal Colon was early struck by a shot from the Massachusetts and fire broke our. Before she-retired up 

the channel, however, it was seen that the crew had extinguished the blaze and the damage resulting can only be estimated. 

’ The engagement lasted little less than an hour. In that time three of the Spanish batteries were silenced. 

Whatever Commodore Schley'’s objéct, it appeared then to have been. accomplished. Immediately upon. giving the 
order to cease firing he returfed.with his flag tothe flagship Brooklyn and the three vessels drew off. 
During the engagement the Texas, Brooklyn and smaller, vessels, all stripped and eager for action, lay two miles away. 
; . ‘None of them were called into combat. 
The work of the New Orleans, the new cruiser bought from Brazil, was admirable. Her speed was remarkable, and 
she easily outdid all the vessels in maneuvering, as well as proving herself a first-class fighter. 

Just now, however, the Marblehead is the ship most admired and envied by the fleet. It was the Marblehead that ascer- 
tained positively that the Spanish squadron was inside the harbor and she did it by notable daring. In fact it is suspected 
that Capt. McCall considerably exceeded orders in her close rush past Morro to the mouth of the channel where the first 

élear view of the Spanish was affgrded her last-Sunday, but nobody says anything about this now.

The per! iod reviewed 
includes 61 days, from April 1 to May 31, 
inclusive. The average number of inquests 
each day is within a fraction of three. In 
each of the 14 homicide cases the stenogra- 
pher was employed. Distributed through 
the 61 days under consideration, for each 
one of these homicide cases the stenogra- 
pher was allowed 4 6-14 days’ time. The 
maximum time usually consumed in taking 
teatimony in a homicide inquest ts three 
hours. Then the stenographer has his own 
time for transcribing his notes. Many of 
the inquests, even in murder cases, cover a 
shorter length of time. Asa rule, the testi- 
mony in accident cases is taken inside of 
an hour, or two hours at most. 

The Coroner has efficient deputies who 

make investigation personally of all cases 
before the inquest is called. If their inves- 
tieation shows that a jury inquest is un- 
necessary the matter is so dismissed and the 
finding is recorded on the books. The pre- 
liminary investigation is 60 thorough that 
the inquest proper proceeds without delay 
and the stenographer ts thus saved the vex- 
ation incident to contindgances. Occasion- 
ally by reason of negligence on the part o 
olicemen in summoning witnesses inquests 
ave been continued, but that is an excep- 
tion to the rule, owing to the thorough pre- 
liminary work of the Coroner's deputies. 


- 
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As the assistant stenogr: apher now stands 
he must depend upon the Coroner for reap- 
pointment from month to month. His 
monthly salary a# fixed by an ordinance 
now in force is $30. Meanwhile the stenog- 
rapher draws $150 a month, and his term 
is co-extensive with that of the Coroner 
although according to municipal law the 
Coroner has the right to remove him at 
pleasure. There has never been an in- 
quest requiring the services of more than 
one stenographer, and as there is no special 
rush for the transcribing of notes, it is 
evident that one competent stenographer 
can easily, accomplish the work, and then 
have time to spare. 

The pending bill is designed to eliminate 
the necessity of the Coroner reappointing 
the assistant from time to time, and to make 
position permanent, for as the law now 
reads the City Comptroller has the power 
to cancel the assistant’s engagement when- 
ever he so desires. The ordinance under 
which the stenographer and his assistant 
are appointed, follows: 


Section 99—The Coroner shall, by and 
the approval of the Mayor, appoint a_ short- 
hand reporter, who shall be paid $150 per 
month, and whose term of. office shall be co- 
extensive with that of the Coroner who ap- 
points him. Said shorthand reporter may be 
removed at any time by the Coruner, and when 
so removed a successor shall be appointed as 
herein above provided for the cemainder of the 
term. It shall be the duty of the shorthand re- 
porter to take all testimony at.inquests, when 
and where the Ooroner requests him soto do, 
to \turnish transcripts of such testimony for the 

use of the Coroner's office anil the courts in 

which they may be needed, and to do such oth- 
er shorthand: work as may be required by the 

Coroner. He shall also furnish certified copies 

of testimony so taken upon the order of the 

Coroner to any citizen who may ask for it, 

upon payments of auch copies at a rate of not 

more than 15 cents for 100 words. The fee so 
charged shall be collected by the Coroner, who 
shall at the end of each month render to the 

Comptroller a correct account of such collec- 

tions and shall at the same time pay to the 

City Treasurer the amounts so collected during 

the preceding month. Should it become neces- 

sary at any time for the proper control of the 

Coroner's office to provide assistants to the 

regular shorthand reporter, the Coroner may

The moral conviction of corrupt deals in the Municipal As- 
sembly, on the part of grand jurymen who investigated the 
subject, suggests another qucstion. Is bribery unpunishable?

They serve as adjutants only dur- 
ing the battalion drill gand then resume 
duty in their respective companies, They 
do not get the pay of mounted officers 
and the appvintment as battalion adju- 
tant brings only additional work for the 
regular army lieutenant.

THE GARBAGE CONTRACT. 


Health Commissionor Francis on the 
Quastion. 


On July 14 the present contract for the 
removal of garbage will terminate. As the 
existing ordinance applying to that one con- 


tract, a new ordinance mrist be enacted. 
Assistant Health Commissioner Francis 

says the past five vears have been instruc- 

tive. “The different sections of the city 


have been closely watched and the depart- ; 


ment is fuliy posted as to where the greai- 
est volume of garbage is to be found dur- 
ing different periods of the year.” 

Year after ar since 1891 the volume of 
garbage has been increasing, for instance, 
the amount collected for the past five years 
is as follows: 1893, 27,000 tons; 18%, 44,000 
tons; 189%, 60,000 tons; 1896, 63,000 tons; 1897, 
66,000 tons. 

This increase is due to two causes; one 
is the rapid growth of the city, and the other 
is due to the fact that of late years gas 
stoves have come into very general use, and 
much garbage that formally found its way 
to the kitchen stove is now put out for the 
contractor, 

Last October Dr. Gtarkloff prepared a 
ordinance and submitted the same to the 
Municipal Assembly providing for the re- 
moval of garbage after July 15, 188. The 
ordinance was very carefully gotten up, no 
point was overlooked, and the defects in 
the previous ordinance were corrected. The 
principal distinguishing features in the ordl- 
nance prepared by Dr. Starffioff were: First, 
the fay collection of garbage from all por- 
tions of the city. Second, the providing 
for and keeping of garbage on private prem- 
ises in proper receptacles. Third, the col- 
lection of garbage from market houses and 
meat shops. Fourth, the collection of what 
is known as “commercial garbage.” Fifth 
the including in the contract, the remova 
of dead animals with the removal of gar- 
bage. The daily collection of garbage will 
be a great boon to the citizens and through 
it one-half of the nuisance originating from 
parcese will be done away ‘with, garbage 
eft three or four days exposed to th 
sun becomes ren! offensive, not only 
at the point at which it Is kept, but the 
wagons that convey it through the etreets 
emit odore far from pleasant. 

The collection of garbage from meat 
shops and market houses has heretofore 
not been done, the city having had <:o jy 
extra for the collection from market 
houses, and meat shops have been required 
to haul ail their garba to whatever 
point they could find, in order to dispose of 
it. Every summer and fall a great dif- 
ficulty has been experienced by merchants 
and commission men in disposing of their 
refuse fruits and vegetable matter, under 
their contract the sanitary company was

The idea of the city making a 
contract to dispose of the city garbage by 
the Merz system was to do away with tie 
dumping of this refuse in the river, and it 
would strike anyone as being very {necun 
sistent in the city being at the expense of 
about $65,000 a year to provide for the sani- 
tary disposal of part of the garbage, and 
at the same time allow about an equal 
quantity to be thrown into the river. 

In prepering the ordinance the city was 
divided Onto weven districts that corre- 
spond with the seven sanitary districts 
established by the Healtn Department for 
the division of sanitary work, and the con- 
tracts are to be let by districts, or by one 
contract for the whole. The letting of 
contracts by districts is not a new feature, 
but one which has been adopted about 13 
years ago. This division of the city into 
districts, while advocated by several par- 
tiles, is not considered ‘by some as being 
the most advantageous way of letting this 
work. There is no question that one con- 
tractor having the whole city can offer to 
take the work at a less price than several 
contractors having different sections, and 
an explanation of this statement is to be 
found in the fact that the haul! of the gar- 
bage varies from seven to eight miles to a 
quarter of a mile and the volume varies 
in different portions of the city during dlf- 
ferent seasons of the year, Some portions 
of the city furnish the greatest amount of 
garbage in summer time, while the same 
portion will furnish the least amount in 
winter time. Again wagons loadin q with 
garbage, we will say, at aston 
and Goodfellow avenues, can only 
one trip a day from the 
point where the garbage is collected 
time that wagon could, 
after it reaches the works, go out In the 
districts adjoining and make a_ second 
load in those districts; In this way a con- 
tractor can utilize his teams and get a full 
day’s twork from them; again, in certain 
geasons of the year, where in certain dis- 
tricts the garbage is light, wagons can 
cover much greater space than the terri- 
tory to be found in some one of the dis- 
tricts, and when at any time from dif- 
ferent causes the volume of garbage to be 
removed is found to be very great a con. 
tractor having the whole city can concen- 
trate a large number of teams, and clean 
up a district at once. The business of gar- 
bage collection for a city like St. Louis 
is awery large one, and like all other busi- 
noss it is one that has to be thoroughly 
understood and closely watched itn order 
to be carried on with any reasonable de- 
ee of profit. To remove the garbage daily 
rom this whole city will require a plant 
that will cost not less than $125,000. This 
expenditure is made for materig! that daily 
depreciates in value, and m being in 
live stock is subject to the accidents that 
always occur among animals.

Appéndicitis Proves Fatal to the Actor 
After Ten Days’ Illness.

Keene, the actor, died yesterday at the 8. 
R. Smith Infirmary, at Staten Island, of ap- 
pendicitis, after an illness of 10 days. Mr.

It is sald that Secretary Day has in- 
formed Dr. Herz that if he can show he 
has done al! possible without avall, through 
his lawyers, to obtain compensation from 
France for his seeming persecution, the 
United States will take up his case. Con- 
sequentiy, the eworn proofs of his Ameri- 
can citizenship are now on their way to the 
United States. 

It was announced in Junary, 1897, that 
counsel for Dr. Herz presented at Wash- 
ington a claim for indemnity in the sum of 
$5,000,000 against the French Government 
jor the alleged illegal attempt to prosecute 
Dr. Herz. 

Dr. Herz, whose name stands very high 
in ecientific circles as an electrician and 
physicist,although born in France of French 
parents Was educated in New York and at 

the age of 16 years served in the United 

States Army hie married an American 
woman and when his children were born in 

‘are he caused them to be registered as 
American citizens at the Consulate, 

On January 10, 1593, while stopping at 
Bournemouth, England, with his wife, he 
Was arrested under extradition proceedings 
Oona warrant from the l‘rench Government, 
charging him ‘with fraud and embezzlement, 

rowing out of the Panama Canal scandal, 

Inder the law, a prisoner wanted for extra- 
dition must appear at the Bow Street Police 
Court. Dr. Herz was confined to his bed by 
iiiness, and so was unable to appear, The 
case was kept open and he was continued 
i under arrest in his bed for four years. Then 
the British Parliament came to his relief 
and passed @ special act that permitted the 
magistrate to attend Herzg’s bedside and 
take his testimony. 

This was done and the magistrate 
oe, deciared that the charges were 
nvalid and scarcely deserving of notice. 
Herz was thereupon released Pden arrest. 
Meanwhile, the French Government has in- 
stituted numerous proceedin against him 
in France and confiscated all his property 
and that of his wife. Dr. Herz alleged 
that this was persecution pure and simple, 
and that the French Government knew even 
before his tria! that the charges against 
hm were baseless “nerefore, claiming
